Home, six a. m.—The dawn of the 


eleventh day of the pope's latest 111- 
jiess found the prelate hovering be< 
twoen life and death.

'been a sleepless one at the Vatican. 
His holiness had no entirely lucid 
moments, part of tho time being In 
a state of coma. 
This morning af- 


ter the bulletin was Issued that he 
•would live another day It was also 
announced that this would be brought 
about by the patient's wonderfully ef- 
ficient heart action. 
Cardinal Mae- 
chl on leaving the sick chamber said: 
"It is painful to see the holy father. 
He Is only a shadow. 
His resis- 
tance of death Is a miracle."

Ing reads: "Up to eight o'clock this 
morning no change was observed In 
grave conditions stated yesterday ev- 
ening.

The physicians soon saw that tho 


condition of his holiness' kidneys was 
much worse. The diminution of cer- 
tain elements In the secretion led 
them to fear that Up, patient's sys- 
tem was approaching a state of dis- 
solution and their expressions wore 
serious as they left the sick cham- 
ber for a brief consultation 


Mental Confusion. 


Later In the morning the pontlS 


was attacked with extreme giddiness, 
the result, In Dr. Lapponl's opinion, 
of cerebral weakness. 
The patient 


suffered a kind of mental confusion, 
luring -which he evidently lost con- 
iclousness of his surroundings, and 
relieved that 
ho was beholding a 


vision. 


He explained afterward 
that 
he 


seemed to see an undefined shadow 
moving about tho room and slowly 
approaching his bed. At this the pope 
•iccnnie greatly nsltated, crying to his 
alct. PIo Centra: * 
"Plol PIo: Who Is It? Who Is It?" 
Dr. Lapponl and Centra hurried to 


ils bedside and soon succeeded In 
ranntillllzlng him. 


Strong stimulants were resorted to,

Patient Is Feverish. 


The patient grew weaker and weak- 
r through the evening, and at mid- 
Ight there was a return of the fleet- 
tig visions and of painful agitation 
u his holiness' part. Hypodermic In- 
ectlons of salt water were admlnls- 
ered, but the popo continued to sink 
apldly. All his relatives were sum- 
moned, but he was hardly able to ice- 
gnlze them.

L. M. Ramsay, contract agent for 
ho Chicago Telephone company, real- 
zed the danger and springing 
up 


ailed to all the men to grab the 
ent poles and thus hold the canvas 
ip so that ail might got out In safety, 
'he Injured numbered a score but 
one wore so seriously hurt that any 
great apprehension Is felt over their 
ondltlon. 


Women Faint. 


In the excitement Immediately fol- 


owlng the collapse of the tent many 
women fainted and were extricated 
rom perilous positions with much, 
llfflculty.

that the child had been killed by a 
tramp who had attacked her while 
she had strayed from home. 


Girl Is Foster Mother. 


Detective Butler gays: "Maude was 


the principal nurse for the child, and 
bad been from Its birth. She had been 
forced to carry It about, dress It. and 
give It other attentions such as usu- 
ally devolve upon a mother or nurse. 
She was also disturbed by the fact 
that the child was crippled and unable 
to walk. 
She was p-evented from 


mingling with her girl friends to an 
extent that she doubtless would have 
•wished by the care of the babe. 


Taxes Her Strength. 


"It was large. In fact abnormally 


large, for Its age. and tho care of It 
must have taxed her strength. Ii was 
she who would have profited by Its 
absence. 
It was a stumbling block 


In her path. It was in her way, and 
would have prevented her from en- 
Joying the summer theater and other 
amusements In which her mother was 
able to participate, while the daugh- 
ter was forced to stay at home and 
look after the little one. Such at- 
tention Is particularly disagreeable 
to a girl of the age of Maude. 


She undoubtedly brooded over the 


fact that she was ci't. off from amuse- 
ments and the society of girl friends 
by the drudgery of her dally exist- 
ence as caretaker for the baby. 
It 


was enough to drive her to despera- 
tion and to take some rash step to 
end the life she was leading by re- 
moving the cause. 


Spake of Change. 


"She Is a girl of more than ordi- 


nary mental attainments. In my judg- 
ment, and naturally grew weary of 
the dally round of work connected 
with the child. She was smart enough 
to- seek to throw suspicion upon some 
one else by .suggesting the tramp 
theory. The mutilation of the body 
to strengthen that supposition was 
done purposely, I believe. 


"I have learned that the girl left 


the Brewer house with tho baby a 
full half hour before she returned. 
This would have given her ample 
time to accomplish the deed. 
Tho 


:prisoner was employed p' the caramel 
factory, and I am told that she re- 
marked concerning her life at homo 
and stated that there was going to 
he n change soon."
